cise some amount.of inquisitiveness and 
anxiety as to the wayin which the In- 
terpreter is pleased. to discharge his 
duties, We have certainly arrived at a 
most extraordinary and a most unsatia- 
factory atate of affairs in our Courts 
when neither the Judge nor the Advo- 
cate is able to call for the repetition of 
an, interpretation, or the literal rendering 


‘| of any partioular piece of evidence, yet, if 


we understand the circumstances rightly, 
this was the limit of Mr Francis’ modest 
request when he was suppressed with so 
much promptnesa by the Chief Justice, 
Aa well might bis ‘Lordship insist that 
the head of any other department in 
the Civil Service of this Colony cannot 
exercise any care or control as.to the 
way in which his subordinates perform 
their duties, because, forsooth, their 
appointment or dismissal. resta with the 
Governor. The fact is that the Ohief 
Justice bas far more to do with the dis. 
‘maissal of officials attached to the Su- 

reme Court than his modesty apparent: 
iy permits him to olaim. He should be 
in the best position for judging of the 
manner in which such ‘officials perform 
their duties, and it is only on his recom- 
mendation or concurrence that the Go- 
vernor would venture to order any one 
of them to be suspended, Tho Chief 
Justice is at the-head of the Supreme: 
Court, and it seems to us the duty de 
volves upon him of satisfying himnelf 
that at least suck an important official as 
an Interpreter performs his duties in 4 
way at once efficient and satisfactory. 
He ought certainly also to have the power 
of testing the value or correctness of the 
interpretations given either by questions 
or in any other way that appears to him 
desirable, Tho dictum that the Judge 
and marco Fahad sit still ond _ 
everything the Luterpreter says as gospel, 
because the appointment or Vismeseal of 
that official rests with the Governor, seems 
to us such a remarkable one that we ‘are 

erfectly amazed at héaring it enunciated 
fy the highest legal and judicial authority 
in-the Oolony, The importance of cor- 
rect interpretation was very aptly illus 
trated in the courge of the proceedings in 
the Supreme Court yesterday. A female 
w'tness said that when the men, supposed 


the night in question, she heard one of 
them say to another “ you shall not leave 
to-morrow.” This was rendered by the 
Interpreter “you shall. not live to-mor- 
row.” Whether the error arose through 
the indistinct speech'of the Interpreter, 
or from an insufficient knowledge of the 
meaning of the word in one or the other 
of the languages, we ‘are unable to say, 
but certainly the word. “live” was the 
one generally. understood. to have been 
used by the witness, and, from what 
.we can gather from the report, would 
have passed unchallenged had not one of 
the yurymen happened to be acquainted 
with Spanish, And yet the false 
rendering of this little word might have 
proved fatal to the prisoners under 
slightly different circumstances, Certain 
it is that after the remarkable dictum ‘ 
laid down by the Chief Justice it behoves 
the responsible: authorities here, who-' 
ever they are, to assure themselves that 
official interpretation in the Oolony is 
in an efficient and satisfactory state; and

London, Suns 26,—General Grant was 

resent Saturday night ats banquet given 
by the corporation of Trinity House, The 
Prince of Wales was present. Prince 
Leopold, Prince Christian, the Prince of 
Leiningen, Prince. of Saxe-Welmar, tho 
Duke of Wellington, Marquis of Hartford, 
Earl of Derby, Earl of Carnarvon, Sir 
Stafford Northcote, Mr Cross and Ohtef 
Justice Sir Aloxander Cockburn were among - 
the distinguished companyprasent. The 
Prince of Wales, referring to General 
Grant in the course of hia speech, ald: 
‘6On the prosont’ occasion it is e matter of 
peculiar gratification to us Englishmen to . 
Teceive as out guest General Grant, I can 
assure him for mysolf and for, all loyal 
subjecta of the Queen, that it has given us 
the greatest pleasure to see him the guoat’ 
ofthe country.” The Earl of Garnarvon, 
presiding,- proposed the health of . the 
visitor, and coupled with it General Granta 
name. He said: * Strangers of all classes 
men of letters, artists, scientists and 
statesmen, all that aro most worthy and: 
great—have, at it. were, come to this 
country. L venture, without disparagement” 
to any of those illustrious guests, to nay 
that nover has there been one to, whom we 
more willingly: accord a freer, fuller, and - 
heartier welcome than to Goneral Grant, © 
not merely because we baliove he: has 
heretofore played the part of a distinguished 
General, nor because be has twlee filled 
the highest office which » citizen of his 
great country can fill, but because we look 
upon him as representing that good-will 
and affection which ought to exist betwoon 
us and the United States, It has boen my 
duty to be connected with. the groat 
Dominion of Canada, stretching several 
thousand miles along the frontier of the 
United States, and during the last threo or 
four yours Ioan truthfully say that nothing 
{mpressed me more then the interchange 
of friendly and good offices which took 

place between the two countries under the 
auspices of President Grant.” . 

President Grant replied that, ho felt more 
impressed, than he.had possibly ever felt on 
any occasion since he came here. He was 
under the impression that this was Trinity . 
House and that Trinity consisted of an 
Army,.Navy and Peace, Ho thought it 
was & place where there would be no talk 
or toasts, ‘Ho had been, therefore, natur- 
ally surprised at hearing some remarks 
from his Royal Highness, which compelled 
him to asy a word in response. ~ He begged: 
to thank his Roysl Highness for thore ro- 
marks, There had been other thinga said 
during the evening highly gratifying to 
him. .
